Centennial  director,  will  offer 
the  prayers. 

There  will  also  be  some 
patriotic  music  by  the  Cougar 
Band,  according  to  Bruce 
Olsen,  director  of  University 
Relations. 

Olsen  also  said  if  the 
weather  is  poor  —  rainy  or 
windy  -  the  formal  part  of 
the  ceremony  will  take  place 
in  the  Step-Down  Lounge, 
SFLC. 

Hundreds  of  momentos 
ranging  from  a  skateboard 
and  an  electric  hair  curler  to 
more  formal  documents  will 
be  placed  in  the  brass  box 
which  measures  10  inches 
wide  by  13V4  inches  deep  and 
28  inches  long.  The  box  will 
be  sealed  in  the  cornerstone. 


Tax  filing 

deadline 

Thursday 


Thursday  is  the  deadline 
for  filing  Federal  Income  Tax 
forms,  the  U.S.  Internal 
Revenue  Service  reports. 

That  famous  April  15 
deadline  is  coming  up  soon, 
and,  according  to  Louise 
Johnson,  taxpayer  assistant  in 
the  Provo  Office  of  the  IRS 
District  Office,  “we’re 
swamped  now.” 

She  said  the  office  at  88  W. 
100  North  will  still  offer  help 
to  taxpayers  filling  out  their 
forms,  but  “it’s  so  late  now 
that  they  will  have  to  stand  in 
line.” 

If  the  forms  are  not  filed 
by  April  15,  Mrs.  Johnson 
said  there  is  a  late  penalty. 
“The  amount  of  the  penalty 
varies  depending  on  how  late 
it  is.” 

Taxpayers  have  until 
midnight  April  15  to  mail 
their  forms  in,  and,  according 
to  Donald  F.  Keele,  director 
of  support  at  the  Provo  Post 
Office,  “we’re  usually 
swamped  pretty  heavy  that 
day.” 

Keele  said  if  forms  are 
deposited  in  the  office  or  the 
two  boxes  adjacent  to  the 
building  by  midnight,  they 
will  be  postmarked  and  go 
out  that  evening.  He 
cautioned  taxpayers  that  if 
forms  are  deposited  in  boxes 
throughout  the  city,  they  will 
receive  normal  pickup,  and  if 
it  is  after  the  scheduled  April 
1 5  pickup  time,  they  will  not 
go  out  until  the  next  day. 

He  also  stressed  making 
sure  mail  had  the  proper 
postage  on  it. 


Olsen  and  Nelson  have 
headed  a  committee  involved 
in  selecting  the  memorabilia 
for  the  time  box  which  will 
be  opened  in  50  years. 

“We  have  tried  to  foresee 
what  might  be  important,  or 
interesting,  or  even  curious  to 
the  viewers  who  open  the  box 
in  50  years.  We  realize  that 
much  of  what  seems 
advanced  or  commonplace 
today  will  be  obsolete  and 
quaint  in  five  decades,”  said 
Olsen. 

Such  things  as  a  tape 
measure  and  a  measuring  cup 
will  be  included  because  the 
metric  system  will  make  them 
obsolete,  he  explained. 

He  also  said  cassette  tapes 
will  be  deposited  with  a  tape 
recorder  and  instructions  on 
how  to  use  the  recorder,  since 
such  a  system  may  be  an 
oddity  in  50  years. 

Recorded  on  the  tapes  are 
the  voices  of  deans,  directors 
and  prominent  alumni 
speaking  for  one  minute  on 


what  they  think  the  future 
will  hold  in  50  years  in  terms 
of  what  is  known  today,  said 
Nelson. 

Pres.  Oaks’  message  to  the 
faculty  concerning  Title  IX ^of 
the  HEW  ruling  has  also  been 
recorded  for  the  time  box, 
added  Nelson. 

He  also  said  the  sound 
track  of  “BRIGHAM!”  and  a 
cassette  of  the  Tele-tip  of  the 
President’s  hotline  will  be 
deposited  in  the  cornerstone. 

Important  sections  of  the 
box  will  be  devoted  to  the 
U.S.  Bicentennial  celebration, 
BYU’s  year  long  Centennial 
celebration,  “flavor  of  the 
times”  items  and  documents. 

The  U.S.  Bicentennial 
celebration  will  be 
represented  by  the 
Bicentennial  symbol,  a 
picture  book,  bumper  sticker, 
flag  collect  ion  and 
Bicentennial  stamps. 

Centennial  pins  and 
badges,  stickers,  newspaper 
supplements  will  depict 


BYU’s  Centennial 
celebration.  The  book  “A 
Thousand  Views  of  a 
Hundred  Years,”  and  records, 
“Sound  of  a  Century”  will 
also  be  included. 

Photographs  of  such  events 
as  Founder’s  Day,  Frolics, 
and  the  Folk  Festival  will  be 
a  part  of  the  time  box.  Other 
Centennial  items  will  be 
symposium  and 
“BRIGHAM!”  programs,  the 
Centennial  hymn*  flag,  and 
stationery. 

The  section  devoted  to  the 
“flavor  of  the  times”  will 
include  the  now  popular 
student  back  pack,  a  slide 
rule  and  electronic  calculator, 


dress  and  grooming  standards, 
diplomas,  coins  and  a  student 
activity  card. 

Cinnamon  bears,  fashions, 
food  labels,  a  menu  from  the 
Skyroom,  “What  $5  will  buy, 
football  and  basketball 
jerseys,  the  renter’s  guide  and 
student  election  posters  will 
also  be  placed  in  the  box. 

Another  projninent  part 
will  be  documents  including 
President  Oaks’  letter  to 
students,  letters  from 
students,  faculty,  and  alumni, 
newsletters,  BYU  press 
publications,  a  student 
directory,  visitor’s  guide, 
university  catalog  and  a 
pictorial  directory,  magazines 
and  pamphlets.

He  said  banks 
are  allowed  only  so  many  of  the  bills 
and  his  bank  is  placing  restrictions  on 
the  number  non-customers  can  receive. 
Customers  can  get  as  many  as  they 
want,  but  non-customers  are  limited  to 

Norton  also  said  he  thinks  the  whole 
first  isSue  will  end  up  in  people’s  closets 


and  it  will  be  at  least  a  couple  of 
months  until  people  don’t  have  trouble 
getting  them. 

Other  banks  in  the  area  such  as 
Central  Bank  and  Trust,  Walker  Bank 
and  Trust  Co.,  and  First  Security  Bank 
of  Utah,  N.A.,  will  also  begin 
distributing  the  bills  Tuesday  morning, 
though  some  may  have  restrictions  on 
the  number  available. 

About  225  million  of  the  bills  have 
been  printed  during  the  past  five 
months  to  be  ready  for  distribution  on 
Tuesday,  which  is  the  birthdate  of 
Thomas  Jefferson,  whose  portrait  will 
be  on  the  bill. 

Another  175  million  will  be  printed 
later  to  bring  the  total  production  of 
the  bill  for  1976  to  400  million.  The 
production  in  subsequent  years  depends 
on  how  well  the  bill  is  received  by  the 
public. 

One  of  the  bills  came  to  President 
Ford  on  Monday.  The  President 
received  it  from  Treasury  Secretary 
William  E.  Simon.'  Ford  gave  Simon  two 
$1  bills  in  return  and  said  he  hopes  the 
two  will  be  a  “popular  item.”

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Amendments  proposed 


to  clarify  OSHA  laws

Two  amendments  have 
recently  been  proposed  in 
Congress  to  the  Occupational 
Safety  and  Health  Act 
(OSHA),  a  controversial  law 
which  has  been  called 
everything  from, 
“unconstitutional”  to  “good 
sound  business  practice,”  to 
clarify  enforcement 
procedures  and  fines. 

The  amendments  supported 
by  both  Sen.  Jake  Gam, 
R-Utah,  and  Sen.  Frank  E. 
Moss,  D-Utah,  will  affect 
small  businesses  with  25  or 
fewer  employes. 

The  controversy,  existing 
among  local  businessmen  and 
administrators,  centers 
around  the  amendments 
which  state  that  OSHA  will 
help  with  on-sight 
consultations. 

Many  businessmen  have 
complained  of  OSHA’s  fining 
activities  whereas  local 
administrators  state 
inspectors  generally  do  not 
fine  employers. 

The  majority  of  inspectors 
do  not  fine  and  OSHA  is  the 
“cheapest  consulting  agency 
known,”  according  to  Don  J. 
Christansen,  administrator  of 
Utah’s  OSHA  division. 

Joanne  Snow,  legislative 
assistant  to  Sen.  Jake  Gam, 
said  that  OSHA  started  as  a 
safety  measure  but  now 
employers  are  fined  a  lot. 

“It  depends  on  the 
inspector,”  she  continued, 
“But  it  is  not  a  majority  who 
give  employers  fair  time  to 
comply  with  the  regulations.” 

OSHA  needs  to  offer  more 
consultation  services  rather 
than  have  inspectors  who 
punish,  added  Ms.  Snow. 

The  amendments  also 
propose  that  OSHA  will  not 
require  employers  to  replace 
existing  equipment  before  its

The  rules  constantly 
being  outdated  by  changing 
materials  and  technology, 
Smith  said. 

Sen.  Garn  also  said  smaller 
employers  have  been  the 
most  heavily  impacted  by 
OSHA’s  activities.  Nielsen 
also  agrees  some  regulations 
will  put  small  employers  out 
of  business. 

However,  Christiansen  said 
it  is  no  harder  for  smaller 
businesses  to  comply  with 
OSHA’s  regulations  than  it  is 
for  larger  businesses. 

No  employer  wants  to  get  a 
man  hurt  but  employes  are 
almost  too  scared  to  get 
productive  because  of  the 
laws,  said  Verlin  Clegg  of 
Clegg  Construction  Co.,  Inc. 

Another  construction 
employer,  preferring  to 
remain  anonymous,  said 
OSHA  discourages  businesses 
from  even  operating  and 
makes  them  less  efficient 
because  of  their  interference 
with  so  many  regulations  and 
requirements  .and  their 
enforcement.

The  first  wheels  in  the  1960s  were  made  of 
baked  clay,  which  wore  fast  and  was  slick 
compared  to  the  urethane  on  wheels  of  today’s 
skateboards,  according  to  Young. 

The  urethane  wheels  give  the  board  better 
traction  and  they  don’t  wear  out.  “They  ride 
smoother  and  last  longer,”  he  said.  “You  can’t 
wear  them  out.”  The  wheels  were  designed  to 
ride  on  cement. 

Turning  action 

The  truck,  which  is  the  turning  action  of  the 
board,  has  also  been  improved.  It  used  to  have  an 
open  bearing  which  picked  up  dirt  and  water, 
Young  said,  but  now  precision  bearings  are  used! 
They  are  sealed  and  packed  in  a  lubricant  so  the 
dirt  can’t  get  into  the  wheel. 

The  body  of  skateboards  is  made  out  of 
materials  such  as  wood,  plastic,  aluminum,  or 
fiberglass,  Young  said,  and  lengths  range  from  24 
to  30  inches. 

Skateboards  are  sold  for  anywhere  between 
$20  and  $40,  compared  to  about  $10  in  the 
1960s,  according  to  local  skateboard  salesmen. 


The  “rebirth”  of  the  skateboard  craze  started 
m  California  with  the  surfers.  When  the  surf 
wasn’t  in,  they  used  skateboards  to  get  the  same 
motion.  Young  said. 

Surfing  and  skiing 

“It  gives  you  more  of  the  feeling  of  surfing 
without  the  waves,”  Lawrence  said.  “On  the 
coast,  they’re  running  wild  with  them.” 

It  also  keeps  the  surfers  in  condition  when  the 
waves  aren’t  in,  Young  said. 

In  Utah  it’s  skiing  that  has  made  skateboards 
popular  because  the  same  motion  and  actions  are 
used  in  both  skateboard  riding  and  skiing.  Young

including  helicopters,  headstands,  handstands  and 
wheelies. 

One  trick,  called  “hanging  five,”  is  the  easiest 
according  to  Young.

LISBON,  Portugal  (AP)  - 
A  Cuban  soldier  sent  to 
Angola  to  fight  for  the 
Communist -backed  Popular 
Front  hijacked  a  civilian 
airliner  and  asked  for  political 
asylum  when  the  plane 
landed  in  Lisbon  Tuesday, 
immigration  officials 
reported. 

It  was  the  second  defection 
of  its  kind  in  a  week. 

Immigration  authorities 
said  the  soldier,  whose  name 
they  withheld,  forced  his  way 
onto  a  Portuguese  airways 
plane  at  Luanda  airport  in 
Angola  and  got  a  free  ride  to 
Portugal. 

Authorities  said  the  soldier 
surrendered  his  machine  gun 
in  Lisbon  and  asked  for 
asylum.  The  defector  had 
been  on  guard  at  the  airport 
in  the  Angolan  capital. 

According  to  the  initial 
version  related  by 
immigration  officials,  today’s 
defection  was  a  carbon  copy 
of  the  flight  last  week  of 
Carlos  Molina  Alvaral. 


Provo  couple 
sees  sunspot

A  BYU  print-shop  employe  and  his  wife  reported  seeing  a 
sunspot,  with  their  naked  eyes,  on  April  1 ,  about  6  p.m. 

Dr.  D.  Harold  McNamara,  BYU  professor  of  physics  and 
astronomy,  said  students  in  one  of  his  classes  were  also  able 
to  observe  the  spot  through  a  telescope  on  the  next  night. 

Charles  Sturgill,  a  paste-up  artist  who  knew  “nothing  about 
astronomy”  noticed  the  spot  while  looking  through  the  front 
door  window  of  his  home  in  northwest  Provo.  He  stepped 
outside  for  a  better  look,  then  called  his  wife,  who  also  saw 
the  spot. 

Sturgill  determined  with  his  binoculars  that  the  spot  was 
about  1/20  of  the  width  of  the  sun,  with  a  depth  of  about 
1/4  of  that  distance.  It  was  located  halfway  down  from  the 
center,  he  said,  and  was  triangular,  with  a  sharp  right  corner. 
He  said  it  was  very  black,  with  slight  intrusions  of  light  in  the 
left  comer.  Sturgill  said  he  observed  the  spot  for  about  eight 
minutes,  until  a  cloud  blocked  it  from  view. 

Sturgill  said  he  felt  the  spot  was  unusual.  He  called  Dr. 
McNamara,  who  determined  that  it  was  a  sunspot. 

“Even  though  the  Japanese  and  Chinese  saw  sunspots 
centuries  before  Galileo  “rediscovered”  them  with  his 
telescope,  it  is  still  uncommon  to  see  them  with  the  naked 
eye,”  said  Dr.  McNamara. 

Sunspots  are  regions  of  magnetic  activity  on  the  sun. 
Although  they  are  very  bright,  they  are  about  1 ,000  degrees 
cooler  than  the  rest  of  the  sun  and  appear  dark  by 
comparison.

itchcock  film 
isual  delight'

“Basically,  I  am  a  cinema  artist,” 
comments  Alfred  Hitchcock.  “I  believe  in  it.” 

And  believe  in  it  he  does.  After  50  years  in 
the  business  and  53  feature  films  to  his 
credit,  Hitchcock  remains  one  of  the  truly 
great  masters  of  the  cinema. 

“The  Family  Plot”  is  Hjtchcock’s  latest 
contribution  to  the  evidence  which 
establishes  him  as  a  great  visual  stylist.  The 
screenplay  by  Ernest  Lehman,  from  the  novel 
“The  Rainbird  Pattern”  by  Victor  Canning,  is 
taken  by  Hitchcock  and  given  a  phenomenal 
treatment. 


True  to  his  philosophy  that  more  imagery 
and  less  talk  makes  better  films,  Hitchcock 
has  served  up  a  smorgasbord  of  visual 
delights.  His  “bus,”  like  the  two  separate 
story  lines  near  the  beginning  of  the  film,  is 
especially  effective  and  establishes  that  seed 
of  suspense  that  Hitchcock  builds  with  such 
subtlety. 

Probably  the  two  best  scenes  from  a  visual 
point  of  view  are  the  kidnapping  of  the  priest 
and  the  insane  car  careening  down  the 
winding  canyon  road.  The  kidnapping  uses  an 
incredibly  quick  montage  or  sequence  of 
short  dips  of  film  that  gives  the  viewer  a 
heightened  emotional  perception  of  the 
scene.  It  is  reminiscent  of  the  beautiful

But  it  is  the  wild  brakeless  car  ride  that 
really  overcomes  the  audience.  The  actionis 
that  an  alleged  ally  has  disconnected  the 
brakes  and  jammed  the  accelerator  so  that 
the  car  moves  faster  and  faster  down  the 
canyon  road. 

This  rather  cliche  event  in  suspense  films  is 
done  by  fast  pans  or  horizons  and  quick  cuts 
as  the  car’s  line  of  vision  scans  the  horizon. 
The  whole  scene  is  so  well  done  that  theater 
patrons  are  falling  out  of  their  chairs. 
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Hitchcock  has  a  fine  sense  of  wry  humor 
which  comes  through  nicely  in  this  film.  The 
characters  produced  by  Bruce  Derm  and 
Barbara  Harris  add  greatly  the  comedy  while 
the  contrapuntal  performances  of  William 
Devane  and  Karen  Black  give  the  film  its 
more  sinister  side.

“All  the  President’s  Men”  is  a  hot 
film,  a  topical  film,  a  film  that  s  got 
to  be  seen  if  you  want  to  be  able  to 
participate  in  discussions  at  cocktail 
parties  (or  cookie  and  punch 
get-togethers).

Efficient,  competent 


It  probably  doesn’t  matter,  then, 
that  “All  the  President’s  Men” 
turned  out  to  be  an  excellent  film; 
it  would  have  made  money  anyway. 
It  is  surprisingly  efficient  and 
competent,  directed  with 
characteristic  intensity  by  Alan  J. 
Pakula  and  very  well  acted  by 
Robert  Redford,  Dustin  Hoffman 
and  Jason  Robards,  Jr. 

“All  the  President’s  Men”  is  a

course,  chronicles  the  initial 
investigative  reporting  that  went 
into  “breaking”  the  Watergate 
story,  during  the  presidential 
election  campaign  of  1972.

It  is  an  apolitical  film  -  it  avoids 
the  easy  temptation  to  take  some 
digs  at  the  Republican  Party, 
“Shampoo”  style.  It  is  cold, 


The  performances  are  uniformly 
distinguished.  Robert  Redford’s 
fine  acting  ability  has  long  been 
obscured  by  his  more  obvious 
physical  attractiveness,  but  he  has 
become  a  very  able  method  player. 
Dustin  Hoffman  is  fine  as 
chain-smoking  Carl  Bernstein,  and 
Jason  Robards  Jr.,  mixed  brashness 
and  wisdom  in  his  characterization 
of  Post  editor  Ben  Bradlee.

The  two  setbacks,  following  the  Cougar’s 
10-4  win  in  Provo  Friday,  dropped  the 
Cougars  to  1-2  in  Northern  Division  action. 

Previously  en  route  to  nine  straight  division 
titles,  BYU  has  had  little  trouble  disposing  of 
the  Utes  in  recent  years.  Rather  surprising 
circumstances  prevailed  Saturday,  however, 
as  the  Cats  went  down  to  defeat  for  the 
eighth  time  in  10  outings  and  lowered  their 
overall  mark  to  7-15. 

Allowing  the  losers  just  one  hit,  a  single  by 
Park  Romney  in  the  third  inning,  Lefavor 
walked  only  three  while  striking  out  five  and 
fprcing  Cougar  batters  to  beat  the  ball  into 
the  infield  for  numerous  ground  outs  in  the 
seven-inning  duel. 

BYU’s  Jack  Morris  was  also  sensational  in 
the  tough  loss,  giving  up  but  three  hits  and 
fanning  seven.  Two  of  the  hits,  however, 
came  with  two  out  in  the  third  inning  when 
Rick  Messner  singled  and  scored  on  a  triple 
by  Nate  Ellington. 

With  Utah  holding  a  5-1  advantage  going 
into  the  ninth  inning  of  the  second  contest, 
the  Cougars  came  roaring  back  to  tie  it  on  the 


strength  of  two  singles,  a  fielder’s  choice 
which  scored  a  run,  and  then  a  three-run 
homer  by  Steve  Pollack  with  two  out. 

The  Cat  rally  proved  useless,  though,  as 
Kevin  Khoury  opened  the  bottom  of  the 
frame  with  a  walk.  A  sacrifice  by  Messner  and 
Mike  Tucker’s  wild  pitch  then  allowed 
pinch-runner  Mike  Martinez  to  advance  to 
third,  setting  the  scene  for  Ellison’s  long  fly 
ball  and  putting  an  end  to  any  BYU  hope.

Third  District  Court  trial  had  been 
scheduled  Monday  on  the  felony  charge  in 
the  theft  of  stereo  equipment  from  a 
university  dormitory.,  Baliff  Hall,  over  the 
Christmas  holidays.  Matheney  and  Grey 
pleaded  innocent  to  that  charge  in  January. 

Deputy  Salt  Lake  County  Atty.  William 
Hydge  said  because  of  potential  problems  in 
introducing  certain  evidence  and  some 
question  as  to  the  money  value  of  the 
property  taken,  a  reduced  charge  of 
misdemeanor  theft  was  offered. 

Gilbert  Athay,  attorney  for  the  players, 
said  plea  bargaining  was  involved  in  the  new 
charge.
